and home food preservation. 
Food Is being lost through trans­ 
portation delays, lack of steel 
and labor shortages. Strikes are 
taking their toll. Thousands are 
drawing unemployment I n s u r- 
ance rather than working on 
farms.

The world needs food as never 
before. Americans can't sit com­ 
placently with hands folded and 
eat well while the rest of the 
world starves. True, It won't be 
we who die of hunger, nor will 
It be our children who are perm­ 
anently weakened.

But, it will be our children 
who will pay the penalty In 
world hatred for our selfishness. 
They will pay for the food de­ 
lays resulting from shortages of 
steel, of coal, of shipping caused 
by strikes all evidences of hu­

Not Too Late
It's never too iate In Southern 

California to begin a garden. 
Right now It Is not too late to 
plant warm season crops such 
as tomatoes, beans, sweet corn, 
summer and winter squash. To­ 
matoes will grow rapidly and if 
planted b'y the first of July will 
make a crop well before frost.

late July. Sweet potatoes will 
make a small crop even though 
planted as late as the first of
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grow until frost.
Such crops as these can be 

stored, canned, or dried for win­ 
ter use. They are all high In 
food value and can be used as 
substitutes for wheat, rice, etc., 
which will be exported to starv­ 
ing peoples In Europe and Asia. 

Other Crops
Leaf lettuce, carrots, chard, 

mustard greens, beets, turnips, 
spinach and onion seed or sets 
for green onlonns can all be 
planted now. Defer starting cab­ 
bage, broccoli and cauliflower 
until August or September. Late 
August is the season, for plant­ 
ing the fall crop of Irish pota­ 
toes and is the earliest that gar­ 
den peas should be planted.

With reduced supplies of meat, 
eggs and poultry the family diet 
will need every addition you can 
make. Your garden Is more im­ 
portant now than it was during 
the war.

INCREASE UPS MILK 
1 CENT PER QUART

Southland consumers now pay 
one cent a quart more for milk 
than they did last week.

At the same time, buttermilk 
and chocolate milk sell for one- 
half cent pee quart more and 
the table cream containing 16 
percent butterfat carries a cell­ 
ing one cent higher per half 
pint.

Milk producers were allowed 
a price increase of ten and one- 
half cents per pound of butter 
fat- and that this increase was 
being passed along to the retail 
level.

Building Materials Production 
Aids Announced By CPA Region

Prospects for Southern Cali­ 
fornia's first nail factory 
loomed bright today, Loujs M. 
Dreves of Los Angeles, regional 
director of the Civilian Produc­ 
tion Administration, revealed in 
a preliminary report on plans to 
speed production of critical 
building materials.

...3=de£fe
follow:

1. Installation of the world's 
most modern plumbing produc­ 
tion facilities.

2. Expansion of soil pipe pro­ 
duction from 50 to 100 percent 
of present capacity.

3. Additional floor and wall 
tile production.

"Preliminary plans havq been 
drafted for a nail factory in 
this area," Mr. Dreves said. "One 
plant has agreed to convert 
from war production to naila, 
Nail machinery is obtainable In 
the East. Now conferences   are 
being held with steel executives 
for the necessary supply of wire 
for the sizes of nails most 
needed."

One, of the area's. largest 
ceramic plants, said Mr. Dreves, 
is converting part of Its factory 
to provide space for a new kiln 
that will handle carloads of soil 
pipe at a time.

"This plan is being pressed 
because soil pipe Is one of the 
most scarce building materials," 
Mr. Dreves added. "Plans are in 
the making for at least a 50 
percent expansion of house tile 
output."

Nails to be produced Include 
the eight, 16 and 20 common, 
and common box. At present, 
California's only nail production 
is in Pittsburg, California.

For the output of plumbing 
fixtures, Price-Pfister Manufac­ 
turing Co., 3011 Humbolt st., 
Los Angeles, Is gearing up the

Officials were in conference dur 
ing the past week with con 
tractors in connection with thi 
project.

Sierra Lumber Products, Pasa 
dena, has moved resaw equip 
ment to its plant at Browns 
ville, Ore., to help break th< 
famine of lumber sizes suitably 
for veterans' housing construe 
tlon. One of the firm's off! 
cials, Eugene Payne,-now is a 
the Oregon mill in connection 
with installation of the resaw 
equipment. Considerable lumber 
has been arriving in Southern 
California in sizes unsuitable for 
housing construction, and one o 
the bottlenecks has been insuf 
ficlent resaw facilities to con 
vert the stock into such usable 
sizes as two by fours and one 
by sixes.

To help the Riverside Cement 
Co.j double production at Oro 
Grande, Calif., the Civilian Pro 
duction Administration approvec 
construction of five Quonsel 
huts, each to provide two apart 
ments, to attract workers to the 
qement plant, which Is five miles 
from Victorville. The huts wil 
cost $25,000.
